Jury 
delivers 


guilty 
verdict

One brother never returned to his 2011 
Fourth of July family gathering while 
another brother faces up to life in prison 
after being convicted by a jury last week. 

The jury determined that Paul Barry 
Easterle, 71, of Frederic, was guilty of mur- 
der-second degree, domestic violence and 
felonious assault with a dangerous weapon. 
The jury of three men and nine women 
deliberated about four hours after hearing 
about five days of testimony in the 
Crawford County Circuit Court before 
delivering the guilty verdicts on Tuesday, 
Jan. 24. 

Mark Easterle, 60, of Waterford, was shot 
and killed by his brother on Sunday, July 3, 
2011. 

The incident started with the brothers 
arguing over the treatment of Paul 
Easterle’s wife. 

Crawford County Prosecutor Everette 
Ayers said Easterle’s wife was battling 
Alzheimer’s disease, and sought help from 
family members when she was scared. 

Mark Hasterle was in Crawford County 
for the Fourth of July weekend with his 
children and grandchildren. They went 
canoeing on the Manistee River, and were 
preparing to grill hamburgers before Mark 
was called to his brother’s home, located 
near the cabin. 

Ayers introduced 170 exhibits into evi- 
dence, including several photos reenacting 
the crime scene and the position of the 
bothers, when the shooting occurred. 

There were three eyewitnesses to the 
shooting, which included Mark Easterle’s 
stepdaughter, July Gravelle, her husband, 
Jon Gravelle, and son-in-law Jeff Richards. 

Jon Gravelle testified seeing the two 
brothers fighting and wrestling through a 
window.

A community wildfire 
prevention plan is moving 
forward for Crawford 
County thanks to a grant 
from the Michigan 
Department of Natural 
Resources (DNR), 

Dave Stephenson, chair- 
man of the Crawford 
County Board of 
Commissioners, said the 
DNR awarded a $17,000 
grant in hopes of preventing 
and curtailing huge wild- 
fires in Crawford County. 

Last year, Crawford 
County emergency planners 
and firefighting officials 
formalized an educational 
effort to help save homes 
and prevent wildfires from 
occurring in Crawford 
County. 

Now, Rick Deuell, deputy 
director/senior planner with 
the Northeast Michigan 
Council of Governments 
(NEMCOG), has been con- 
tracted to develop the wild- 
fire prevention plan for 
Crawford County. 

Since NEMCOG covers 
nine counties, the plan could 
be used to address wildfires 
in other areas of the region. 
Stephenson — said _ initial 


information for Crawford 
County’s plan was gleaned 
from other counties, with 
the emphasis on simplify- 
ing matters. 

“You just need to be con- 
cise,” Stephenson said, 
“You don’t need it to be a 
book that you’re going to 
read to fall asleep with at 
night.” 

Stephenson said Oscoda 
County and Crawford 
County could follow the 
same precaution and safety 
measures since there are 
similar landscapes in the 
region, 

Crawford County and 
Oscoda County are the top 
two red-zone counties in the 
state, most susceptible to 
wildfires. 

“It’s because of that fine 
Jack Pine that we have 
here,’ Stephenson said. 

The Jack Pine trees grow 
along the AuSable River 
corridor. The sandy soils do 
not hold moisture and the 
Jack Pines cause fires that 
crown and quickly spread 
when a wildfire starts. ” 

Once the community 
wildfire prevention plan is 
formalized, the county can 
apply for grants to conduct 
a Firewise educational 


meeting and send out infor- 
mation to residents in high- 
risk areas. 

The National Fire 
Protection Association’s 
Firewise Communities pro- 
gram encourages local solu- 
tions for wildfire safety by 
involving homeowners, 
community leaders, plan- 
ners, developers, firefighters 
and others in the effort to 
protect people and property 
from wildfire risks. 

The program is co-spon- 
sored by the USDA Forest 
Service, the USS. 
Department of the Interior, 


and the National 
Association of State 
Foresters. 


Some of the Firewise 
measures include cutting 
down or thinning trees 
close to homes and remov- 
ing open wooden lattice 
from decks and porches 
where dry leaves collect. 

Three times over the last 
four years, Crawford 
County citizens have 
dodged a bullet. Huge wild- 
fires have occurred in the 
county resulting in damaged 
land, some destroyed 
homes and other structures, 
but no loss of lives. 

The Howes Lake Fire 
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State funds community 


started when lightning 
struck a Jack Pine tree on 
Monday, June 6, 2011. The 
lightning occurred when a 
two-minute storm swept 
through the region. The fire 
destroyed 817 acres of land, 
three out buildings and five 
homes had siding damage. 
The damage occurred on 
state, military and privately 
owned Jand. 

The Meridian Road 
Boundary Fire, which start- 
ed May 18, 2010, 
destroyed 8,586 acres of 
land in Crawford County. 
Most of the property was 
owned by the U.S. Forest 
Service, but 14 homes on 
private land were destroyed, 
two homes were damaged 
and 48 outbuildings were 
destroyed. The fire was 
started by someone burning 
brush. 

The Four Mile Road Fire, 
which was started by sparks 
from a Lake State Railway, 
Inc. train engine on April 
24, 2008, burned down 
1,300 acres of forest, three 
homes and other buildings, 
located on the Grayling 
Game Club property south 
of Grayling by Simpson 
Lake. 


Roof replacement studied by county

Since the 2009 Crawford 
County Courthouse renova- 
tion and addition project 
was completed to accom- 
modate access and space 
needs, county leaders are 
now focused on upgrading 
the roof of the building. 

Crawford County 
Administrator Paul Compo 
said three bids were recently 
submitted to replace the 
roof on the Crawford 
County Building. The low- 
est bid of $139,390, was 
submitted by Great Lakes 
Roofing, Inc. 

The Crawford County 
Building was built in 1969. 
The roof was replaced in the 
mid-1990s, when the heat- 
ing and ventilation equip- 
ment for the building was 


upgraded. 

Brad Robinson, the main- 
tenance director for 
Crawford County, said 


removing a gravel protective 
covering and replacing the 
roof membrane and insula- 
tion-gypsum board, would 
prevent leaks. Maintenance 
could also be conducted on 
the roof once the out of date 
materials are replaced. 

“As those materials break 
down ahd each, time the 


membrane is punctured bya. 
rock, you create J6W spots in’ 


the roof,’ Robinson said. 
Joe Duran, the Crawford 
County Building and 
Zoning Department direc- 
tor, suggested the county 
slope the roof rather than 
maintaining a flat surface. 
Compo told the Crawford 
County Board of 


Commissioners that going 
with a sloped roof would 
add $50,000 to the project 
cost. 

Compo said the existing 
drainage system on the 
building, which allows built 
up water to filter down 
through the building’s storm 
sewers, would still accom- 
modate a flat roof. 

Great Lakes Roofing is 
proposing to replace the 
existing roof with a .45 mill

The class capped off the 
day eating doughnuts for a 
snack and singing Happy 
Birthday to Michigan. 

“It. was wonderful,” 
Canfield said. “The kids 
were very excited and 
everyone that came in, they 
had to tell them that it was 
Michigan’s birthday.” 

Michigan was admitted 
into the Union, following a 


two-year struggle to achieve 


ee 8 Ooo 


statehood that even included 
a “war” with Ohio over the 
so-called Toledo Strip. 

A deal was brokered by 
the federal government, 
when Michigan ceded its 
historic claim to the Toledo 


Strip in exchange for state- 


hood and roughly two-thirds 
of the Upper Peninsula, 
which was considered a bad 
deal at the time. President 
Andrew Jackson made it 
official, and Michigan 
became the 26th state. 

Some interesting histori- 
cal facts about Michigan 
include: 

* Detroit was the first cap- 


ital of Michigan, not 
Lansing. 
* Michigan has more 


lighthouses than any other 
U.S. state. 

* The first soda pop man- 
ufactured in the USS., 
Vernor’s ginger ale, was cre- 
ated by accident in 1866 in 
Detroit. 

* Michigan is the largest 
state producer of cherries 

* Steven T. Mason became 
governor of Michigan in 
1834 (then a territory) at the 
age of 22, and to this day 
remains the youngest state 
governor in American histo-

Tax loophole encourages financial 


games over job growth 


We have learned a‘lot:in' 


recent months and years 
about how special tax 
breaks and loopholes favor 
the privileged and powerful 
at the expense of 
Michigan’s and America’s 
middle class. As one of my 
first actions in the Senate 
this year I introduced a bill 
to close one of the most 
troubling of those loop- 
holes. 

The bill, the Closing the 
Derivatives Blended Rate 
Loophole Act, meets the 
iwin tests of helping to 
reduce the deficit while pro- 
moting the interests of 
American families, It would 
put an end to a tax loophole 
that showers benefits on 
short-term traders of certain 
financial instruments, but 
does nothing to promote 
economic growth and raises 


the tax burden on American - 


families, 

Our tax code taxes what 
are known as “capital 
gains” — income from the 
sale of stocks, real estate or 
other assets — at a much 
lower rate than the tax on 
income such as your pay- 
check, But generally speak- 
ing, taxpayers are allowed 
to claim a lower long-term 
capital gains tax rate on 
eamings only if those earn- 
ings come from the sale of 
assets that they have held 
for more than a year. The 
reason is simple: we tax 
long-term capital gains at a 
lower rate because we want 
to encourage the long-term 
investment that helps our 


“economy grow. 


But under current tax law, 
traders in certain complex 
financial instruments called 
derivatives have managed to 
win themselves an exemp- 
tion from the distinction 
between short-term and 
long-term capital gains. 
They can claim 60 percent 
of their income as long-term 
capital gains no matter how 
briefly they hold the asset. 
This “blended” tax rate 
applies if the trader holds 
the asset for [1 months or 
1] hours or 11 seconds. 

The details may be com- 
plex, but the bottom line is 
that this treatment bestows.a 
big tax break on those who 
typically hold the covered 
derivatives for only a brief 
period. It encourages and 
rewards short-term specula- 
lion in complicated finan- 
cial products and does little, 
if anything, to help our 
economy grow and create 
jobs. In fact, the increasing 
focus of our financial mar- 
kets on short-term profit 
through trades that last just 
minutes or seconds threat- 
ens real damage to our 
economy. So we’re subsi- 
dizing activity that doesn’t 
help the economy, and 
could do harm, at the 
expense of middle-class 
taxpayers. 

We lose significant tax 
revenue by allowing this tax 
break — a revenue loss that 
means we must either ask 
for more from American 
families or add to the 
deficit. What’s more, this 


would be spent during this 
year’s game, but suffice it to 
say advertisers will pony up 
a tremendous amount of 
money to be heard and seen 
during Super Bowl XLVI. 

The public seems to be 
wallowing in tales of huge 
money these days. 
Republican candidates for 
president think nothing of 
multi-million investments in 
their campaigns. 

News items reveal that 
President Obama raised 
more than $220 million dur- 
ing 2011 for his reelection 
campaign and the 
Democratic National 
Committee, all from non- 
official speeches and ‘visits, 
I presume. 

That’s slightly more than 
enough money to pay for the 
nine year contract the 
Detroit Tigers just negotiat- 
ed for a first baseman, 
Prince Fielder, who will be 
paid a measly $214 million, 
or $20 million or so a year. 
Whether he earns that pay

remains to be seen.

WHEN GOP presidential 
hopeful Mitt Romney aired 
his tax returns, they showed 
that although he was virtual- 
ly unemployed during 2010, 
his income was $20 million 
or so from returns on invest- 
ed wealth he had stashed 
away in various places dur- 
ing his very productive 
years in the business world, 
and his tax rate was only 15 
percent or so. It should be 
noted Mr. Romney is not 
among the country’s top 400 
federal tax payers. 

Fellow Republican candi- 
date Newt Gingrich, a col- 
lege teacher by trade until 
he first was elected to 
Congress more than 30 
years ago, also bared his tax 
returns, and the former 
speaker struggled along in 
2010 on a mere $3 million 
or so personal income, and 
paid almost $950,000 or so 
in federal taxes, 

Obviously in. 


Super 
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misguided policy  con- 
tributes to the basic unfair- 
ness that characterizes too 
much of our tax code by 
providing an unusual and 
unnecessary tax break to a 
small group of financial 
speculators, 

The tax experts at the 
American Bar Association's 
Tax Section wrote in 
December to the tax-writing 
committees of the House 
and Senate: “We are aware 
of no policy reason to pro- 
vide preferential treatment 
for these gains and losses.” 

Ending this loophole by 
passing the Closing the 
Derivatives Blended Rate 
Loophole Act would not 
solve all the problems in our 
tax code nor end our deficit 
dilemma. But it would be 
another important step 
toward a saner, fairer tax 
code. It would demonstrate 
that Congress shares the 
concerns of so many 
Americans that the tax sys- 
tem is too often stacked 
against the interests of 
working families and in 
favor of the privileged few. 
It would end a policy that 
encourages short-term spec- 
ulation over long-term 
investment in growth. And it 
would provide a down pay- 
ment on the revenue we 
need to restore if we’re to 
engage in serious deficit 
reduction and avoid slash- 
ing critical programs.

Braces Basics 


A teenager experiences many rites of 
passage: pimples, a first crush, a first 
kiss, a driver’s license, the prom and 
braces. The last ordeal is perhaps the 
most dreaded, 

While braces may be something no 
teen looks forward to, millions of smiles 
are enhanced by the work of braces. The 
job of these dental appliances is to apply 
pressure to teeth, which makes them stay 
in a certain spot, creating straighter teeth 
and a beautiful smile. 

The American Association of 
Orthodontics recommends that every 
child get a checkup with an orthodontist 
by age 7. Some orthodontic problems are 
easier to correct if detected sooner rather 
than later, and early treatment can pre- 
vent more severe problems later in Sife. 
Without treatment, teeth problems can 


lead to tooth decay, gum disease, bone 
destruction, chew problems and diges- 
tive difficulties. A bad bite can con- 
tribute to speech impediments, tooth 
loss, chipped teeth and other dental 
injuries. 

The length of time for a teenager to 
wear braces varies, but most teens wear 
them for two years. The time frame 
depends on the health of the teeth, gums 
and bones, the severity of the problem, 
and how closely the patient follows 
instructions (such as wearing a headgear 
oF a retainer), 

Today's braces are different from 
those of yesteryear. Brackets, the part of 
the braces that holds the wire, come in 
traditional metal as well as clear or tooth 
color. Sometimes, brackets can even be 
put on the back of the teeth to complete- 


ly minimize the appearance of braces. 
Wires are smaller and more advanced 
than in the past, straightening teeth even 
faster. 

Because they have a mouth full of 
wires, braces wearers need to be on top 
of their dental health. It's important to 
brush after meals, remove anything 
lodged in braces and avoid foods that can 
get stuck in braces like popcorn, gum 
and hard candy. 

True, it's hard to get excited about 
having wire, rubber bands and other 
gadgets in your mouth. Braces are defi- 
nitely not as fun as the prom. But you'll 
know they were worth any amount of 
pain they might have caused when you 
see the end result — a beautiful smile. 
And that's something that will stick with 
you longer than that dried-up corsage.

“l’d never seen any- 
body’s eyes like that,” she 
said. “They were © just 
huge.” 

Trooper Harold Terry II, 
from the Houghton Lake 
Post of the Michigan State 
Police, and Crawford 
County Sheriff’s Deputy 
Jason Alexander, were the 
first to respond to the scene 
after a 911 call was made 
following the shooting. 

Alexander handcuffed 
Paul Easterle as he was try- 
ing to perform life saving 
measures to save his broth- 
er. 

Terry took over adminis- 
tering first-aide. Terry, who 
is the first aide trainer 
assigned to his State Police 
Post, said Paul Easterle 
kept saying he was not cov- 
ering the wound correctly. 
Terry said he had to hip 
check Easterle to move him 
away from himself and the 
rifle slung over his shoul- 
der. 

Although Mark was 
taken by the Frederic Fire 
Department EMS Service 
to Mercy Hospital 
Grayling, where he was 
pronounced dead, Terry 
believes he bled to death on 
his brother’s porch. 

“J heard him take his last 
breath,” Terry __ testified. 


“It’s a sound you never for- 


get.” 

Grayling attorney Adam 
Vernon, Paul Easterle’s 
defense attorney, argued 
that the shooting was an 
accident. He said the 
weapon was removed from 
the scene and he never took 
a defense posture with the 
police. 

“He was clearly in the act 
of trying to save his broth- 
er’s life,’ Vernon argued. 

Paul Easterle claimed the 
45-caliber pistol had a hair- 
trigger. Crawford County 
Sheriff’s Deputy Ryan 
Finstrom, who is trained to 
repair and fix guns, said a 
gun with a hair trigger 
takes less force than setting 
off a mousetrap to be fired. 
Finstrom said it took at 
least ftve to six pounds of 
force to pull the trigger on 
the pistol used in the shoot- 
ing, which means the gun 
could not have been fired 
as easily as Paul Easterle 
claimed. 

Paul Easterle also 
claimed that he removed 
one round from the pistol 
and pulled the slide half 
way back again, believing 
there was no bullet in the 
gun’s chamber. The slide is 
the device on a pistol, 
which either ejects bullets

or pulls another bullet into 
the chamber of the weapon 
when the magazine is fully 
engaged. 

As a rebuttal witness, 
Alexander said pulling the 
slide half way back would 
not allow a bullet to eject. 
He said the action would 
have resulted in another 
bullet being moved from 
the pistol’s magazine to the 
chamber. 

Paul Easterle said he was 
pointing the gun at an area 
between the slates on his 
porch. He said he had no 
intention to kill his brother 
or cause great bodily harm, 
claiming he brought the 
weapon out to scare him 
because he did not want to 
take another “beat down.” 

“That would have been 
the absolute last thing I 
wanted,” Easterle said of 
causing his brother’s death. 

The bullet struck Mark 
Easterle in the femoral 
artery and vein. He fell to 
the ground and crouched 
down after being shot. 

Ayers argued that when 
Mark Easterle was moved 
onto his back, that caused 
excessive bleeding from 
the wound. 

Ayers questioned why 
Paul Easterle brought out 
the weapon and had his fin- 
ger on the trigger. He sug- 
gested that Paul Easterle 
should have gone back into 
his home, locked the door 
and called the police. 

Paul Easterle disputed 
the circumstances that he 
had intent to kill or wound 
his brother. 

“All you're doing is 
grandstanding here trying 
to hang me,” Easterle said 
on the stand. 

Easterle claimed his 
hand was moving back- 
wards, when he struck his 
wife, knocking off her 
glasses. That resulted in the 
domestic violence charge. 

Over 70 firearms were 
removed from Paul 
Easterle’s home following 
the shooting. He said he 
was certified as a federal 
firearms dealer for 22 
years, along with his 
employment with General 
Motors as an engineer. 

Joan Easterle said the 
family has returned to the 
cabin twice, to clean out 
the refrigerator and collect 
some of Mark’s personal 
items. She said it was 
unclear if the cabin would 
ever be used as a vacation 
haven again since the fami- 
ly is still grieving from the 
tragic loss. 

“My family is not ready,” 
she said. “I?m not sure 
they’ ll ever be ready.” 

Easterle faces up to life 
in prison at a sentencing 
hearing, which will be held 
on Tuesday, Feb. 21.

Clutch plays, free throws win 
it for Grayling vs. Rayders 


Vikings edge Charlevoix 70-68 in Tuesday's league game

Early on, both teams — the Grayling 
Vikings and the Charlevoix Rayders — had 
trouble putting the ball in the basket. Then, 
in quarters two through four, the squads 
combined for 14 three-pointers in a varsity 
boys basketball contest that ultimately came 
down to which team could make plays in 
the final seconds of the fourth quarter. 

Grayling made enough plays down the 
stretch and converted its crunch time free 
throws — the team was 7 for 8 from the line 
in the last 2:10 of regulation — and the 
Vikings won by two, 70-68, during 
Tuesday’s league game vs. the Rayders. 

The Vikings started the contest with a 6-0 
run, scoring on a lay-up by Riley Zigila and 
inside shots from Thomas Burrell and 
Steven Enos.

Burrell, Jake Swander, Tobin, and 
Zigila scored points for the Vikings in the 
second period. 

Charlevoix opened the second half with a 
three-pointer, Enos scored for Grayling on 
an inside shot. Tyler McClanahan hit a 
three-pointer.

The Rayders hit triples at the 6:48 mark 
and the 6:07 mark to tie the game at 37-37. 
Enos scored on an inside shot. Charlevoix 
hit another three-pointer at the 5:18 mark to 
lead by one.

up by two. 

The Rayders converted one of two at the 
free-throw line. Zigila scored on a drive to 
the basket. Charlevoix made an inside shot. 
Tobin, at the 3:20 mark, scored another 
triple for Grayling. 

With 1:40 left in the third period, Tobin, 
fouled on a three-point shot, converted all 
three free throws to give the Vikings a 53-47 
advantage. Tobin hit his fifth triple of the 
game at the 1:21 mark, giving GHS a 56-47 
lead. Charlevoix answered with a three- 
pointer — its fifth of the third period — to pull 
back within six. Tobin hit two free throws 
and Grayling led by eight. The Rayders 
scored the last basket of the third quarter. 

Grayling led 58-52 going into the final 
eight minutes of regulation. 

Charlevoix scored first in the fourth peri- 
od.

Tobin scored on a jump 
shot. Grayling ted 61-54 with 7:10 remain- 
ing. 

Neither team scored for approximately 
1:40, 

Charlevoix hit a triple, the start of what 
would eventually be a 9-0 run.

Tobin scored on a jump shot at the 2:35 
mark.
